There is room for several 
undred more to witness the ceremony, 
and there ia a great deal of fault-finding among 
society people because the affair is to be made 
so exclusively selectand quiet.

Withont going over 
the same ground again, I will briefly allutile to the 
manner in which the émotions do affect the heart. 

HOW EMOTIONS AFFECT THE HEART. 

The experiments of modern physiologists, Claude 
Bernard in particular, show that all setsations act pri- 
marily on the nefve-centres, through the nerves reach- 
ing from the periphery of the body to those centres. 
The excitation thus determined in the brain, or spinal 
cord, is then transferred to the nerve filaments which 
extend to the viscera and members, and hence the lat- 
ter are affected only secondarily. , 

Of all the organs, the heart is the one which earliest 
and most profoundly experiences the influence of the 
sensitive excitations produced im the nerve-centres. 
So soon as Nr is produced in the cen- 
tral nerve-substapee, the nerves tranemit this vibra- 
tion to the heart, and at once the movements of the 
latter suffer & perturbation which is expressed in 
various ways, 

If the ordinary bodily sensations experienced from 
physical influences thus affect the hedrt, through the 
brain and cord, how much more intense do those 
meutal sensations, caused by purely emotional in- 
finences affect that organ, for the emotions affect the 
brain ina much more direct and numediate manner 
than the physical sensations, E:moti influences do 
manner, In 
fact, their influence on the heart is as vaFied and di- 
verse as their influence on the mind. 

We say the mind ® depressed by grief and excited 
by joy. In the same manner emotichs of sadness or 
grief so depress the heart action that it beats with 
great feebleness, or fits motion is most arrested, 
causing that condition known as fainti Joyous 
emotions, on the other hand, so excite the heart that 
the frequency of its beats is often doubled. 

The heart, says Fernand Papillon, is no more the 
seat of the sentiments than the hand isthe seat of the 
will ; but it is“: reactive, which is modified by the 
sentiments, with the utmost nicety and with infallible 
certainty.

Knough has been said to show that we must study 
the effects of the emotious as yandinthe same 
manner as we study the eff of drags on the human 
organism, We ought, sometime, to have 
ranged pathageneses of the emotions, not only that we 
may recognize the peculiar diseases which they cauke, 
but that we may their influence as remedial agents 
for the removal of similar disorders, 

THE TREATMENT. 

We come now to the treatment of those disorders 
of the heart caused by the emotions, What is the 
firs: principle which should guide us im seleviing the 
medicine—after we have prescribed the proper hy- 
gienio rules? The tenets of our ool of prac 
give us the following laws, namely: 

(1) The medicine chosen must be one which is ca- 
patie of causing in the healthy a condition and symp- 
tome similar te each Special case, 

(2) The origin and direction of the medicinal force 
must be similar to the origin and direction of the 
original morbific force, This latter rule I consider of 
the utmost impertance. Aliew me to explain! Ins 
case of irritable heart, when yoy have traced the 
Cause to be excessive, unexpected joy, the émotion 
first affected the brain through the soul. This shock 
was transmitted by the pneumogastric nerve to the 
heart, which it caused to paipitate, violehtly, with in- 
creased force, as well as increased frequency, An irri- 
tation of the cardiac ganglia was set up, rendering 
that organ more susceptible to any 
and all emotions. This rritatibility may 
become Tmanent and possibly end in 
structural unless it is arrested. In selecting 
the medicinal remedy we must select one whose patho- 
genetic action begins in the brain, and im that portion 
of the encephalon which presides over the transmis- 


„ those who restrict themselves to 
covering the totality of existing symptoms will find 
the cure of their patients tedious and unsatisfactory, 

Another rule I would add, of equal importance with 
the above, namely: When the primary symptoms of 
the cease resembie the primary symptoms of the medi- 
cine selected, prescribe i in the high 
attenuations, When the secondary symptoms of beth 
the medicine and the disorder are coincidently present, 
the dose should consist of appreciable, or material, 
quantities, 

THE MEDICINES, 

We will now enumerate the niedicines which will be 
found useful in cardiac affections from emotional 
causes, but in order to havea clear understanding of 
their action we shall compare the pathology of the 
emotions with the pathology of the icines, pamely : 

The emotions of joy, rapture, ecstacy, hope, prid 
courage, anger, rage, wrath, love, adoration, wonder, 
and astonishment, all stimulate and irritate the 
retardator nerve and increase the force of the heart’s 
action. Hxcessive and sudden joy, auger, and 
over-stim ulate the retardator nerve and cause sud- 
den death by cardiac spasms. Of medicines, am- 
monia, agaricus, cimchona, coffea, crocus, cactus, 
camphor, belladonna, digitalis, hydrocyanic acid, 
lycopus, la urocereus, ignatia, nux vomica, and can- 
nebis indica, all stimulate the pneumogastric or re- 
tardator nerve and augment the force of the heart's 
ecomtractions, Of these, cinchona (and quinine) 
camphor, belladonna, digitalis, nydrocyanic acid, Dux 
vomica, end ignatia, if taken in massive doses, are 
capable of over-stimula these herves to such 3 
d as to cause sudden death by cardiac ° 

t follows, then, that among these medicines 
will find the remedies for the cardine conse- 
-quent on the morbific effect of those emotions which 
irritate and ever-stimulate the retardator nerve. In 
our old repertories you will find many of these men- 
tioned as having been recommended by Hahnémann 
and others, 

AN ILLUSTRATIVE CASE, 

As an illustration of the proper method of treating a 
case of prolonged cardiac hyperssthesia from the com- 
bined effects of excessive joy and anxiety, I Will nar- 
rete one that came under my care a few months ago, 

A young married woman applied to me for the relief 
of an unpleasant nervous feeling in the cheat, not 
amounting: to pain, but an “ uncertain,’ weak weary 
sensation,” as she expressed it, She wis subject to al- 
ternate feelings of depression and éxhilaration; a 
strange seneation of sinking. and emptiness in the pit 
of the stomach; the heart’s impulse was feeble, its 
rhythm not 2 but the pulse-beats were small, 
soft, and averaged 100 to 110 per minute, even when 
lying down, ere were Symptoins which appeared to 
call for collinsonia, lycopus, prumus, and some 
others, but the history of the ease revealed the true 
simiiimum. She , always been strong and healthy,

@uring its most perilous campaigns, On several oo- 
casions rumors of his death reached her; on one o- 
casion she did not hear from him for several months, 
Meanwhile it was supposed he was starviag in the 
prison—pén of Andersonville. All this time her heart 
was being irritated and weakened by the emotions of 
anxiety, grief, end

At last, when she had nearly given him up for 
dead, he suddenly appeared before her ; but wan, and 
thin, and mere shadow of his former self. 
The shock was sudden and not of joy 
alone, but mixed with astonishment, pain, and sorrow.

SWING AND SABELLIUS. 

In the year 261, before a Council at Alexandria 
there was a man on trial for teaching Sabellian- 
ism. After an interval of 1,613 years, here, be- 
fore a Chicago Progbytery, there has been (not 
we think the second in the history of the world) 
another. It is a strange phenomenon, this 
resurrection of Sabellius in modern times and in 
the most modern of modern cities,— 
an ‘Individual whom we would have 
supposed buried forever under the modern net- 
work of telegraphs. Yet there he 1s, summoned 
up again, although Copernicus and Columbus 
have lived; although the Reformation has been 
at work 300 years. | 

In the first of these trials, the defendant was 
none other than Sabellius himself. In the lat- 
ter, it was Prof. Swing. In the first, the prose- 
cutor was Dionysius; in the latter, it is Prof. 
Patton. There are some resemblances between 
the two trials. The charges are in part the 
same. Sabellius was a presbyter or priest. 
So is Swing. Dionysius was acleric. Sois Patton. 
Patton admits of no liberalism in Presbyterian- 
ism, just as Dionysius refused to admit any into 


two motives: either a narrow and malignant 
good of the State in order to punish 3 Senator 
for his honesty or manhood, or a heartless and 
selfish partisanship which prefers the triumph 
of the very worst elements of Democracy to the 
continued existence of an element independent 
of party shackles. If vindictiveness rules with 
Republican voters, they will only prove that they 
have lost the power because they deserved 
to lose it forever.

PARTIES IN MISSOURI. 

The State of Missouri will be called upon 
this year to decide whether Carl Schurz 
Shall be re-elected to the Senate. The 
recently-publiahed letter to the St. Louis 
Republican, from its Washington correspondent, 
though promptly disavowed by Senator Schurz 
in the card which we have published, served to 


draw the fire from partisans of all sorts, and to 


show exactly what kind of opposition he will 
have to meet. Senator Schurz is not a varty 
hack. It is the glory of Missouri, to intelligent 
observers, that it has one Senator who is not 
the slave of any caucus or convention, but the 
open foe of monopoly and misrule in every form 
and every party. But the Democratic party or- 
gans snap at his heels with savage threats and 
sneers, telling him that unless he not only de- 
clares himself a Democrat, in words that admit 
of no doubtful interpretation, but by his deeds 
aod his enthusiasm show that his conversion 
has been thorough and unquestionable,” he can 
never obtain continued honor from Missouri. 
And the Republican party organs, with equal 
truculence and a party spite not less malignant 
because it is in that State wholly impotent, de- 


clare that if he stands upon his past record, he 


has no favors to ask of the Republican party, 
and the Republican party has no favors to give 
him. If he is a candidate for re-election 
with our consent, it will be only after he has 
satisfactorily explained the past and satisfactori- 
ly guaranteed the future.” 

Thus the State is on trial. Its Democrats will 
be called upon to show whether they have man- 
hood and decency enough: to respect the brave 
leader, the fidelity to convictions of duty, and 
the independence of party fetters, without which 
a Democratic Legislaturein Missouri would have 
been impossible. We say nothing of gratitude, 
for gratitude in politics has been well defined as 
% lively sense of favors to come.“ But if the 
Democrats of that State have in them a touch of 
manliness, they will feel that human nature is 
not capable of a meaner act than the defeat by 
their votes of the statesman whose self-forget- 
ful patriotism gave them votes; of a baser and 
more dishonest act than to trample under foot 
that independence of partisanship which they 
professed to honor and to share when they want- 
ed enfranchisement ; of an act more hurtful to 
the State than to tell the world that Missouri 


had relapsed into such a depth of malignant par- 


tisanehip that its ablest and most honored states- 
man could not be elected because he would not 
wear the collar of a party ; of an act more suicidal 
than to prove that Northern men, Northern 
ideas, and liberty-loving Germans are to be pro- 
scribed and hunted out of places of honor in 
Missouri, because the State has falien into the 
hands of men who hate the foes of slavery as 
savagely as did the Border Ruffians of 1854, and 
feel for the defenders of the Union even more 
than the revengeful spite which inspired the 
guerrilla raids and massacres of 1861 and 1862. 
To the Democracy of Missouri, one partisan 


more or less in the Senate can do no good. If 


they oppose Senator schurz, after all that he has 
done to prove his freedom from proscriptive 
partisanship, it will be for the reason that they 
hate the spirit and the ideas which he so well 
embodies and represents. It will prove that they 
want no more of that immigration which used to 


pour into Missouri by the hundred thousand 


each year, but which two years of Democratic 
rule has utterly arrested; that they dislike the 
mastery of corrupt rings only when the steal- 
ings goento Republican pockets ; that they are 
as hostile as ever to the Northern civilization 
which brought so much of prosperity to the 
State; that they prefer to relapse into a semi- 
barbarism such as may be found in some others 
of the old slave States ; and that, in short, they 
are utterly unfit for the enfranchisement which 
Liberalism gave them. 

But, o Republicans of Missouri the test is not 
leas decisive, They cannot pretend that Senator 
Schurz has ever been unfaithfu! to any principle 
of genuine Republicanism. They cannot hope 
to elect any other man who has any sympathy 
whatever with the abolition of slavery, the 


mass of evidence to demonstrate that the odi- 
um theologicum has been proverbial.
